Royal Rulers of England and Italy Got Messages and 


Answered With Words of Congratulation=~A 


Station Now Being Established. 


Sydney, N. S., Dec. 23—After 
two 


months of- constant experiments be- 
tween tae station of Tablehead, Glace 
Bay, and Paldhu, Cornwall, Marconi 
has at least succeeded in establishing 
communication across the Atlantic by 
wireless telegraphy, as 
announced 


yesterday. 
,When seen by your representative 
Marconi at first stated that he had 
nothing more to give out than lias been 
contained in his message of yesterday 
and when asked for the text of some 


of the messages transmitted he said 
that as a matter of etiquette this 


-would first have to be given out from 
England. 


"I have no objections whatever, he 


•said, "to telling you between whom 
the messages were sent. In the first 
place there was one from Lord Minto 
to King Edward VII., then there was 
one from myself to the King, to which 
I received a very nice reply, congratu- 
lating me on my success. .1 then sent 
a message to the King of Italy, and re- 
ceived an answer of congratulation in 
reply. Commander 
'Martini, of the 


Italian cruiser Carlo Alberto, sent a 


„ message -to the Italian 
government, 


and received a reply. Other messages- 
were sent from Dr. Parkin to the L-on- 
don Times and from Sir Richard Cart- 
wright to the Times. All thes& mes- 
sages were of a congratulatory nature. 
The message from Commander 
Mar- 


tini to the Italian government was in 
Italian, and, despite the difficulty of 
working -with English operators, both 
were successfully transmitted. 


"Yes, I sent all these messages my- 


self, and they were received by Mr. 
Wood-ward, chief of the receiving staff 
at Poldhu." 


"When did I first succeed in trans- 


mitting messages from Marblehead to 
Cornwall? Well, it was a month ago. 
The first messages were of course all 
in code and were simply queries, such 
as 'How is this.'

'IWe would have heen in a position 


to transmit messages sooner but for 
delays in obtaining machinery of all 
kinds. We are, as you see, somewhat 
out of the world here, and often we 
had to send as far as Montreal for 
parts of machinery. This, of course, 
delayed us greatly. A slight 
defect 


was found in the first Instruments, and 
It required eight days to remedy this. 
I cannot tell you definitely when we 
will have otlr station ready for com- 
mercial purposes. All that is required 
here is a little organizing, which is 
merely a matter of a little time. 


"Some time ago. however, the Eng- 


lish government, which controls the 
leiegraph system of the United King- 
dom, refused 
to make connections 


with, the Poldhu Station, and this, of 
coarse, will have to be done before we 
can do a commercial business. It was 
rather amusing." said Mr. Marconi, 
"for us to read rumors of failures in 
the fcewsnapers just at the time when 


our experiments were being success- 


ful." 


' Yes, the Carlo Alberto sailed Sun-

not expect him to 'be enthusiastic. 
'Marconi is going to Cape Cod, where 
his apparatus only needs slight adjust- 
ment before it will be ready to be link- 
ed up with Poldau, which, at present 
is the only wireless station on this 
side capable of receiving transatlantic 
messages. Other stations will shortly 
be built on the continent.

two days later. Tjiat her action was 
premeditated is made manifest by a 
lett°r wherein she said:

through my relationship to Frederick 
August, crown prince of Saxony." 


It is reported that slje left a letter 


declaring that she would never return 
to her husband's or her parents' home. 


The princess left home, it is declar- 


ed, because of her husband's relations 
with an actress at the Dresden court 
theatre. 
Finding his open 
faithless- 


ness intolerable, she went to tier fath- 
er's house. 


Her parents advised tolerance and 


forgiveness. 


At Salzburg it is reported that the 


princess eloped with the French tutor 
of her four children. 


The royal couple soon to have occu-

reported that they had examined 2~j 
sites, two of which had since been 
sold.

Hands and Teeth Piny a Part In 


Capturing the Octopn». 


The native fisherman of Hawaii, 


while an adept with the hook and line, 
does not scorn to use his hands to cap- 
ture his prey when occasion anses. 
The bonito is the fish most generally 
caught with hook and line, and as the 
hook used is of mother of pearl, made 
from the shell of a iuollu.sk now quite 
rare, which glistens with an irides- 
cence similar to the shimmer from the 
scales of the smaller kinds of fish on 
which the bonito lives, no bait is need- 
ed. 
The barb of thtse hooks is of 


bone, and two tufts of hog's bristles 
attached at right angles to the barbed 
end l:eep tho inner side up, so that the 
hook lies flat on the surface of the 
sea. 
When a likely libhiiig ground 


has been reached, the fisherman, stand- 
ing up in the canoe, casts out his line 
violently, so that the hook falls with 
a slap on the water and attracts th« 
attention of the fish. The line and 
book nrc thon drawn rapidly toward 
the boat, as tliouzb It were a spoon, 
and tho iMiiiitn, taking the hook to be 
a small lish. rises to it inmi^diat'-ly. 
It is fortunate for the fisherman that 
be h:i« to wa«5tc no time in baiting his 
book, for this method of casting fright- 
ens the s<-hooi. and the lish di&ippcar 
within ten or fifteen minutes.

BOWEN'S PLUCKY STAND. 


How Our Minister to A'eaezneln Do- 


lled a 
Mob. 


Herbert Wolcott Bowen, American 


minister to Venezuela, has boon quali- 
fied by twcne years in the diplomatic 
service of the nation and experience in 
trying circumstances for any contin- 
gencies which may arise :it Caracas, 
lie went to his post there in the sum- 
mer of 1001. succeeding Francis B. Loo- 
mis, who went to Portugal, but whose 
policy was carried out by his successor. 
Minister Bowen went to Venezuela 
from Persia, where he had been minis- 
ter for two years, having been appoint- 
ed in 1899 to succeed his brother-in- 
law. Arthur Sherburue Hardy, the nov- 
elist, who went to Athens as minister. 


But it was in Spain, before the out- 


break of hostilities between that coun- 
try and the United States, that Minister 
Bowen gained the especial experience 
which will stand him in good stead in 
the Venezuela imbroglio. He first went 
to that country in 1890, being appointed 
consul at Barcelona by President Har- 
rison. 
In 1S95 President Cleveland 


made him consul general. Barcelona 
was the scene of manifestations of hos- 
tility toward the United States in 
March, 1SOO. The feeling was aroused 
by the passage by the senate of the 
Morgan resolution which rccogiuzed the 
Cuban insurgents. A mob of several 
thousand persons gathered in front of 
the United States consulate in Barcelo- 
na and with shouts and execrations de- 
manded the destruction of the building 
and the death of the occupants. Consul 
General Bowen appeared at the en- 
trance and defied the mob, which dis- 
persed iii a short time without harm- 
ing any one and doing little damage to 
the edifice.
